This people now and in the centuries 


past, in runny respects, are and were 
greatlv iu advance of our Indians in arts 
and niimuers. In landscape culture the 
Japanese, as you know, excel. It is to 
be regretted that with the introduction 
of cure western civilization the Japanese 
we destroying much that was beautiful, 
and I might say grand, in the art 
pro- 


dnctions of the past. Shibcr was one of 
their sacred groves, now sadly fallen 
into decay, but still a inurvelously im- 
posing place. Its name, Shiber, means 
gross plat. The original inclosuro con- 
tained not less than 1,000 acres adorned 
vtith grand forests, much of which re- 
mains walled in with massive granite 
walls, inclosing n temple of Buddha, 
erected some two centuries or more ago, 
and which was etill standing in 
1873 


when I came, and which seemed to me ft 
most stately structure, but this is gone 
by the act, it is said, of the inoendinry, 
and its bell ol many tons weight is silent 
and no longer shakes the graves with its 
deep solemn sound. The tombs of the 
Tycoons, or former rulers of Japan, are 
many of them there, which in their in- 
terio'r, being really memorial temples, 
are w> rich in gold, lacquer, &c., thr.t 
they dazzle by their splendor. 


The castle grounds (the castlo having 


been destroyed by lire two years Kgo,) 
contain about 800 hundred acres, inclosed 
by n broad, deep moat, and also by a 
granite wall from thirty to fifty feet in 
height, erected about 250 years ago. 
These grounds are filled with stately- 
trees and beautiful shrubs, flowering 
almost every month of the year, and also 
adorned with mounds and lakes and cas- 
cades and rocks from every province of 
the Empire, and beautiful walks and 
grassy parks and avenues and drives. 


Kamakura, an ancient capital of Japan, 


some forty miles, distant, where in cen- 
turies past, armies contended for domin- 
ion, is now n desolation, where a few! 
fishermen dwell, and amid the ruins are 
gome two or three temples, and in its 
quiet wood sits enthroned upon granite 
the bronze statue of " Dan Boota." or 
" the great Buddha," with folded hands 
and thoughtful countenance, looking out 
noon the ocean, as ho has looked for 
centuries past, and may look for cen- 
turies to come. This statue is said to be 
rich in gold and silver, and is colossal, 
bein" forty feet in height. The great 
image rests upon lotus leaves, or flowers, 
esteemed sacred, and held to be the sym- 
bol of creative power, as tho flower 
springs from 
the blooms upon 'and 


broods over the waters as the earth 
sprung from the waters of the great deep 
at the word of Him who is from ever- 
lasting to everlasting God.
